With his 
companion he worked feverishly and believed 
he had accomplished his aim, when a gust 
picked up some of the embers and deposited 
them in a timber-like pile of leaves near a 
live oak tree. Almost instantly the whole 
tree was a mass of fire. A few hours later 
the conflagration was raging along an 18- 
mile front in the vicinity of Gaviota Pass, 
threatening an oil refinery and tanks near 
Aleatraz. Thousands of acres of timber, pas- 
ture and farm land were swept and much 
damage was done. All due to one man’s care- 
lessness. 

This actual occurrence is typical of many 
incidents which every season make deep in- 
roads into the material resources of the coun- 
try and often-times take a heavy toll of hu- 
man life. 

In forest losses alone, burning tobacco, ne- 
elected camp-fires, and other forms of mental 
lapses on the part of individuals or groups, 
are responsible for such damage that serious 
thought is given by the authorities to the

Schools of San Bernardino coun- 
ty will receive $31,930 from the 
state fund of $1,053,740 for sec- 
ondary schools, this county there- 
by ranking fifth in the state*® in 
the amount of the appropriation 
received. This high rating is due 
to the fact that the county has a 
large number of high schools, 
both junior and senior, according 
to Miss Ida M. Collins, county 
superintendent of schools. 

The funds are appropriated in 
accordance with the number of 
schools. maintained and the number 
of student years in each school, 
also the various special classes. 

San Bernardino county also 
ranks high in the number of ele- 
mentary schools, being sixth and 
to receive $362,446 out of $14,065,- 
100 for the entire state. 

The appropriation is made on the 
number of elementary teachers in 
the county, Miss Collins stated, 
each county receiving $700 for each 
teacher. The remainder of the 
state school fund for elementary 
schools for the year will amount 
to $5.60 per unit of average daily 
attendance.

Guesswork Removed 

For the first time in the his- 
tory of citrus culture the guess- 
work in feeding citrus orchards 
will be removed. In the past 
nearly all institutional speakers 
made very free use of the phrase: 
“in so far as we have determined,” 
which really meant nothing, for 
there was nothing tangible to build 
any statement upon. My good 
friend Professor Hodgson deliver- 
ed many lectures to citrus growers 
in which he said: “In so far as 
we have determined the applica- 
tion of phoshoric acid and potash 
has given no measurable results.” 
The application of nitrogenous 
fertilizers only was advocated. 
But on the date of the conference, 
August 28 1 asked Professor Hodg- 
son if he knew of one commer- 
cially profitable citrus orchard 
that has never received at any time 
other than nitrogenous fertilizers, 
ho stable manure, etc., and he said 
he did not know of one.
